Whatever else comes out of the 
strike of longshoremen on _ Eastern 
docks. good will result if the American 
Federation of Labor succeeds in its evi- 
dent intentions of breaking the in- 
famous International Longshoremen’s 
Association. 

The latter organization was kicked 
the AFL at its recent conven- 
For years it has been known to 
be dominated by racketeers, using the 
union as a front for a variety of evils 
including bribery, kickbacks and graft. 
bookmaking, smuggling, dope peddling 
and loan sharking. 

Unwittingly, perhaps, the associa- 
tion played right into the hands of the 
New York state government and Gov. 
Dewey's efforts to rid the waterfront of 
a deplorable situation. The Federal 
Government in invoking the Taft- 
Hartley Law has relieved the shippers 
of a provision of that law that would 
have made ILA sole bargaining agent 
for the longshoremen for the coming 
vear if settlement had been negotiated. 

In the meantime, the AFL is mov- 
ing in to organize a rival union with 
some success. If 30 per cent of the 
longshoremen so request, an election 
will have to be held to determine the 
bargaining agent. 

If AFL efforts are successful, and in 
this instance everyone must hope they 
are, the ILA can be eliminated as the 
millstone around the neck of the long- 
shoremen, shippers and traders. 

It is more than passing strange, 
however, that the AFL now finds in 
the Taft-Hartley Law a powerful as- 
sistant in its efforts to rid the water- 
front of rackets and a disreputable un- 
ion. In this instance, the AFL, federal 
and state governments may find one of 
the most bitterly opposed provisions of 
the law a mutually useful vehicle to re- 
move a bad blot from the organized 
labor picture. :

WASHINGTON—When Earl Warren ar- 
rived here to assume his duties as Chief 
Justice of the United States, he said with 
his pleasing grin: 

‘T really am glad to get out of politics 

But he isn't of politics, of

ticians are the basis of 
eovernment. And if you 
agree with the. late 
Chief Charles 
vans Hughes who once 
said in a speech made

is. Or, as if was put 
even more pointedly by Senator Robert M. 
LaFollette, the elder, of Wisconsin: 

‘Even the Constitution of the United 
States is not what its plain terms declare, 
but what these nine men construe it to be.’’ 

Our whole history as a nation, and that 
includes our very turbulent recent history, 
has been influenced and shaped by what 
the nine men, following the prerogative 
seized for the court by John Marshall so 
long ago. the law is. So will it con- 
tinue unde: new Chief Justice who be- 
gan to preside over the great tribunal this

In that role, too, he will find a demand 
for a talent so valuable in.politics that it 
has become a measure of the successful 
politician and a characteristic of such, as 
has been the case in former Goyernor War- 
ren’'s career, and as it was in that of his 
predecessor, the late Chief Justice Fred M. 
Vinson. 

That is the talent of conciliation, of be- 
ing ‘‘politic,’’ which is essential even on so 
august a body as the Supreme Court. For 
its members are by nature individualistic, 
strong-willed usually, and 
That is true of the pres- 
ent court. Chief Justice Vinson found i 
had its share, if not a bit more, of per- 
sonality frictions to call out his best gifts 
of mediation and kindly persuasion. 

Chief Justice Warren’s possession of 
these gifts has been stressed, in lieu of the 
experience as a judge which he lacked 
hitherto, and that emphasis Is accurate in 
signifying his probable role. In the com- 
ing months the court must resolve big and 
confusing issues and it will be well for all 
of us if these can be met by the court not 
only as harmoniously as possible, but in as 
united a way as possible. That will help 
assuage the passions and prejudices which 
some of them clearly involve. 

In this politics will make its imprint on 
the era ahead of us, as it did in the era 
bracketed by the past 20 years. That 
was an age of convulsion and reform. The 
one ahead seems to be one of checking and 
moderating the reform impulse.

School Tax 


Amendment 


The Fulton County board of ed- 
ucation yesterday requested the 
November Legislature to pave 
the way for constitutional amend- 
ments that would permit an oper- 
ating tax increase of five mills 
outside Atlanta and increase the 
limit on bonded debt from 7 to 
10 per cent of the tax digest. 

Superintendent Paul West said 
he hoped that property reap- 
praisal now under way would re- 
move necessity of an operating 
tax increase. But he said the 
board considered the power to, 
increase the tax rate as ‘‘a neces- 
sary safeguard.”’ 

The measures sub- 
mitted to the citizens in the gen- 
ral election of 1954 if the Legis- 
lature agrees. to them. 

West pointed out that the Leg- 
islature was forced to increase 
the appropriation for schools 
from the county commission by 
$270,000 last year. He said the 
delegation was willing to take 
that step only until such time as 
the amendments could be pre- 
sented to the people. 

Fulton County school system 
already is bonded to the limit on 
its 7 per cent limitation. School 
officials, who see no slackening 
of enrollments, figure the sys- 
tem will need 30 new classrooms 
every year. 

The amendments would allow 
another election for school-build- 
ing bonds. 

Taxpayers outside Atlanta now 
are taxed for school operation at 
the rate of 15 mills a year.

Dr. Harriet M. Felton of the Uni- 
versity of Texas Medical Branch, 
Galveston, described the new de- 
velopment at a_ scientific exhibit 
prepared for the annual meeting 
of the American Academy ofl 
Pediatrics (AAP). The vaccine, 
she said, was developed by Sharp 
& Dohme, a pharmaceutical man- 
ufacturing firm. 

The vaccine was given to a 
eroup of 137 children and results 
were compared with those in a 
group of 128 children receiving an 
injection of a ‘“‘standard’’ whoop- 
ing cough vaccine made by “‘kill- 
ing’’ the bacteria with a chemical, 
but leaving the bacterial cells in- 
tact. A third group of 159 children 
received no vaccine of any kind. 
ONE “MILD” CASE 

Only one child in each of the 
first two groups came. down with 
whooping cough, and neither in- 
fection was serious, but the child 
who had received the ‘‘superson- 
ic’’ vaccine had only a “mild” 
case, compared to a ‘‘moderate’’ 
one for the child receiving the 
other type vaccine.

Prepare one package yellow 
cake mix according to package 
directions. Pour into two 
greased paper-lined nine-inch 
layer pans and allow to stand 
while mixing meringue topping. 

For meringue topping, add 
one-quarter teaspoon salt to 
three egg whites (at room tem- 
perature) and beat until frothy. 
Gradually add_ three-quarters 
cup sugar, a tablespoon at a 
time, beating well after each 
addition. Spread lightly over 
cake batter. Sprinkle one-half 
cup chopped walnuts over the 
meringue. Make in a_ slow 
oven (325 degrees F.) about 
30 minutes. 

Cool cake four or five min- 
utes and then loosen meringue 
from sides of pans. Let stand 
about 10 minutes longer; turn 
out On wire rack and turf right 
side up immediately. Cool. 

For the filling, prepare cho- 
colate pudding mix according 
to package directions substitut- 
ing one cup strong coffee for 
one cup of milk. Cool. 

Split each layer of cake in 
half, using a sharp knife. Put 
the four layers together with 
chocolate mocha filling, plac- 
ing a meringue layer on top. 
Store in refrigerator.

He said the big Atlanta dairies 
have yet to deny public as- 
sertion that they get ‘‘a minimum 
of 70 per cent gross profit on their 
sale of milk and milk products.”’ 

A second speaker, Robert Jack- 
son, director of the Atlanta Con- 
sumers' Association, scored the 
board for advertising milk. He said 
the milk companies which sell it 
ought to pay their own advertising 
bills, not the taxpayers who must 
bear the expense of the Milk 
Board's operation 

Jackson also attacked the board 
as ‘“‘unconstitutional’’ and said a 
1951 decision bv the Georgia Su- 
preme Court forbade fixing the 
price of milk. 

Jackson also declared that the 
Milk Board does not enforce its 
own rulings.

They were much like modern ar- 
tillery weapons in principle and the 
type of shell used, only much less 
accurate and deadly. 

Artillery in late 1864 could hurl 
the 250-pound explosive steel balls 
300 yards, says the sergeant, but 
the rifleman needed to be a sleight- 
of-hand artist to ram the powder 
and shot into the unwieldy mus- 
ket’s barrel and score many ac- 
curate hits. 

Recognized as an expert in all 
types of Civil War ammunition, 


Sgt. Sowinski Keeps up a regular 


correspondence with several fire- 
arms authorities, including’ the 
curator of the West Point Military 
Academy's museum. He also 
frequently consulted by other mu- 
seums on his hobby.
